NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


Itis an interesting fact, after Baron Lionel de Rothschild’s honourable poli- 
tial connection with the ancient City of London, that Mr. Alfred de Rothschild 
nsamong the first nominations for Sheriff of the new County of London. Mr. 
ie Rothschild, having been placed second on the I'st, will in all probability be 
wlected to serve as Sheriff of the County of London, not for the ensuing year, 
wtfor the year after next. Mr.Sebag Montefiore’s name has now come to the 
head of the list for Kent, and the Shoriff of Kent will next year accordingly 
beagain a Montefiore of Kast Cliff Lodge, assuming, of course, that the name 
placed first on the list by the Caancellor of the Exchequer and his colleagues on 
the Bench will be that pricked by the Queen, as it almost invariably is. Sir. 
Moses Montefiore was Sheriff of Kent in 1847, The post of High Sheriff is an 
merous but honourable one. It necessitates sume personal exertions and dis- 
borsements, the latter seldom falling below a thousand pounds in the year. The 
High Sheriff is in precedence the first man in his County, or second only to the 
lord Lieutenant. His most troublesoms executive duties are delegated to the 
Under-Sheriff, who is usually a solicitor; but the High Sheriff himself 
ittends the Judges of Assize. | | 


Under the Municipal Elections Act of 1884 it is anillegal hiring to hold a 
meeting on premises where intoxicating liquors are sold to the public or supplied 
tothe members of aclub. A person guilty of an illegal hiring is liable to be fined 
£100. Ifhe isa candidate, he is also deemed guilty ofan illegal practice. A 
person guilty of an illegal practice is incapable, for five years after conviction, of 
being registered as an elector or voting at any electipn within the borough or 
districtin which the illegal practice was committed. Where upon the trial of a 
petition it is found that illegal practices or offences of illegal hiring for the pur- 
pose of promoting the election of a candidate have so extensively prevailed that 
they may reasonably be supposed to have affected te result of the election, the 
tection of such candidate is to be void and he is to be incapable of serving during 
the period for which he was elected. The High Court or an election eourt may, 
however, exempt the candidate from the consequences of his act if it arise from 
imdvertence or accidental miscalculation or other reasonable cause of a like nature, 
ind not from bad faith. Electors guilty of illegal !practices or hiring at an 
tlection are prohibited from voting at that election. Tne Act is to apply to 
School Board elections, and incapacities may be incurred in reference to 
tuch elections accordingly. It will be noted that an illegal hiring is an 
“illegal” practice and not a corrupt practice. Mr. Claude Montefiore held two 
meetings at places where liquors are sold, and he thus was guilty of two 
ilegal practices. He applied by counsel on Wednesday to the High Court 
0 be relieved from the consequences of holding these meetings. Th® 
Wourt relieved bim as to one, but not as to the other. Mr. Montefiore 
may therefore be proceeded against for the fine of £100. Is he also disqualified 
from sitting atthe Board, 1f elected ? It is always difficult to construe the law 
when it is to be gathered from references to several Acts of Parliament ; but 
It would appear that though Mr. Montefiore may be disqualified from voting, 
be is not disqualified from being voted for. Nevertheless his unsuccessful 
ipplication to the Queen’s Bench Division will undoubtedly cost him many votes, 
Thisresult we shall much regret. It is also to bo regretted, especially having 
regard to the somewhat excessive amount of Jewish talent which is at present 
directed into legal channels, that Mr. Montefiore did not obtain proper advice 

Tunning the risks which he has encountered. | 


Two wrongs do not make one right, and it is much to be regretted that some 
of our brethren at Manchester raised a tumultina Hall where the conversionists 
had pereuaded an unhappy Israelite to preach the new religion he had taken up. 
This week the story has been told of an outrage at Ostroff by orthodox Je vs upon 
‘relative who had for 15 years conformed to the Greek Church. The report is 
probably an invention of the enemy, but it shows a danger of Jews committing 
deplorable and execruble crimesif they allow themselves to be carried away by 
indignation at the trafficking in holy things which so-called conversionism too 

a is. The “ converted ” are nearly always the vilest of their race, despised 
by their new allies as well as by their old friends. So be it! Bat that does not 
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justify violence either in deed or word. Few can argue with the r. quisite dignity 
and self-restraitit against the paid agents of conversion. Tho latter have many 
wiles, and it is better asa rule not to advertise them by any opposition of which 
they can take advantage. Mr. I. A. Isaacs, the Secretary of the Manchester Con- 
gregation of British Jews, was bound to explain his position, which his corres- 


pondent had treated as ambiguous, difficultc . isto believe that there was any _ 


ground for doubt as to his attitude. But asa rule it is better to stop away altogether 
from the Walpurgis nights of the missionaries. We are too likel y to be made 


| angry if we listen to the distortions of truth and the blispemous insincerities 


which usually form their stock-in-trade. 


The Times correspondent in Paris states that to mike sure of the recent 
Russian loan Herr Schwabach, a partner in Bleichrider’s house at Berlin, proceeded 
to St. Petersburg. His mission was known by his competitors, and on the day 
after his arrival, having described himself as a Jew, he was ordered to quit St. 
Petersburg under the law forbidding Jews to stay thero without permission, and 
had to go back to Berlin without having opened negotiations. To us this story 
seems excessively unlikely. We had understood that Baron Bleichréder had 


refused to finance Russia further at present, dnd there are other statementg in the 


same telegram from Paris which have a surprising and incredible appearance, It 
is however only too true that a foreigner who is a Jew by religion or descent 
may be shamefully harrassed in Russia. The story we tell this week, on the 
authority of the Standard is a case in point ; and other instances are notorious. 


Mr. Samuel Montagu, M.P.,is not a man of half measures. What he sets 
his right hand to do he does with all his might and with no stint of his purse. 
The Federation of Minor Synagogues is a weakling that requires carefal nursing 
to ensure its survival from what may be regarded as congenital weakness. Mr. 
Montagu has therefore announced his intention to present to the Feder- 
ation a sum of £500 epread over ten years, thus ensuring the provision 
of the working expenses of the Federation for that period. But the 
generous donor has hit upon a novel method of making a magic 
circle of mitzvoth. To rescue the Spital Square Synagogue from  serioug 
pecuniary difficulties he has lent that congregation £500 for ten years free of 


interest, and the repayments will be handed over to the Federation ; by which 


means this organisation will be enabled to devote its share in the surplus profits 
of the Shechita Board to defray to the United Synagogue the expenses of 
“charity ” funerals for any members of Chevras, and also—as far as possible—to 
repay to the Board of Guardians any relief granted to members. The Spital Squaro 
Synagogue is thus freed from embarrassing debt ; the Federation of Minor Syna- 
gogues is ensured existense for ten years ; the United Synagogue gets back, in a 
roundabout way it is true, a portion of the surplue of the Sheshita Board to 
be given to the Federation ; and the Board of Guardians will be 


repaid the charity it may bestow in the hour of need to members of the Chevras. 


Surely Mr. Montagu is a man of resource ; and his experience of “ foreign ex- 
changes "has never been more happily applied. 


The persistent fight which soma of the honorary officers of the Unitel Syna- 
gogue are waging against the Federation of Minor Synagogues is unworthy of 
our great congregational body. 
another. When even one of the Vice-Presidents, in the person of Mr, 


Henry Lucas, breaks away from his colleagues, whom he had all along supported | 


in maintaining the supremacy of the United Synagogue, it must be confessed 
that the stage of legitimate opposition has gone by and given way to what 
savours of obstruction. The Sub-Committee of the Shochita Board, which 
arrived at the compromise adopted last week, was composed of eight members, 
half of whom were honorary officers of the United Synagogue. Having been 
beaten in their opposition, though by the smallest possible majority, it would 
have beena graceful act on the part of the minority to yield, instead of reopening 
the entire question at the Board itself. If Messrs. Noah Davis and Maurice Hart 
are well advised they will abstain from continuing their active hostility to the 
Federation when the subject is brought before the Council, for its noble President 
himself has declared that under certain conditions the Federation should not 


only be represented at the Shechita Board, but might also participate in its 


We announce with much pleasure that Dr. Friedlinder has dvtermined to 
issue a new and cheaper edition of his English translation of the Bible. Excellent 
though the work was in its original form, it was too costly to be within the reach 

of many who were probably desirous of possessing it. Dr. Friedliinder made the 
authorised version the basis of his rendering, and the subsequent publication of 
the revised version has made Dr. Friedlander's intention of re-issuing his work 
peculiarly opportune. The new edition will be prepared not so much on the basis 
of, as in relation to, the Revised Version, and Dr. Friedlaader may be relied on to 
avoid the error of some previous Jewish translators, who quite needlessly 
“ emended ” the English of the authorised version without adding to the elucida- 
tion of the meaning. Some of these translations seem to have been written in the 
‘nterest of those who object to reading the Bible in English. Dr. Friedlander is 
a translator of a quite different order, and we confidently antivipate an edition 
which will be at once a scholarly and literary success. The new edition will con- 
tain the English translation only, and its appearance will be very apt in connection 
with Mr. Singer’s recent proposal, which seems more than likely to be fruitful of

THE SCHOOL BOARD ELECTION. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
Srr,—On Monday next, the 26th November, the rate-payers of the metropolis 


will be called upon to discharge a most important duty—the election of a new School 
Board for London, 


As there are several candidates in the Tower Hamlets and City Divisions, I 
venture to advocate in your paper, as I have done by your kind permission on 
previous occasions, the election of those candidates who have special claims on the 
sympathy and suffrages of the Jewish electors. 


About eight months ago, on the occasion of a vacancy occurring in their num. 
ber, the members of the School Board, impressed with the anomaly that there was 
no member of our community representing the Jews at their Board, exercised their 
powers of co-optation by electing Mr, Claude G. Montefiore as acolleague. Since 
that time Mr. Montefiore has zealously devoted himself to the educational advance. 
ment of the many thousands of Jewish children attending the Board Schools in the 
Tower Hamlets and City divisions, and, guided by his previously acquired exper- 
ience as a Board School Manager, has done good practical work at the Board and 
its Committees, proving himself a worthy rep resentative of his community by his 


lofty aims and sound intelligence. No onecould have heard his admirable address | 


to the electors, delivered at the Working Men’s Club, without feeling that Mr- 


Montefiore possesses the highest appreciation of the duty and mission of a member 
of the London School Board. 


Sir Edmund H. Currie is not at present a sitting member. But in past years, 
when he worthily represented the Tower Hamlets, he uniformly us:d his personal 
influence to safeguard the religious interests of the Jewish children attending the 
Board Schools, and it was mainly by his interposition that a Jewish Head Master 
was appointed to the Old Castle Street School, thus making it practically a Jewish 
school, He has lately established the strongest claims upon the sympathies of 
electors of all denominations by his splendid services in connection with the 
foundation of the People’s Palace and its Technical Classes—noble monumente of 
his ability, energy, and earnestness for the public weal. Though he differs in 
certain points from the so-called policy of the Board, his advanced views cannot 
fail to be of service in stimulating a policy of prozress so needful to all educational 
bodies, 

Colonel Lenox Prendergast has been, for the past nine years, one of the most 
intelligent and active members of the London Scho»>l Board, and. has Jately been ap- 


pointed Chairman of its Industrial School Committee, It is no exaggeration to say 


that, though a Roman Catholic, he, during this period, has been so zealous an advo. 
cate of the interests of our children, and has assisted so vigorously in giving facilities 
for the Hebrew and Religious Classes in the Board Schools, that he might be 
regarded as holding a special mandate from our community. His active rervices in 
connection with the Mansion House Fund for the Reli-f of the Russian Refagees, 


must also not be forgotten. They are still fresh in my memory, as I had the honor > 


of working as his colleague, | 


In the City Division Miss Davenport-Hill has long been a conspicuous working 
member of the London School Board. She has taken an active part in the manage- 
ment of the Gravel Lane School, which from its position and the numerical prepon- 
derance of our children, may be regarded as a Jewish €chool; and it waa at her 
instance that it received the advantage of a Jewish head-mistress. As one 
of Miss Davenport Hill’s clleagues on the Board of Management of this School, I 
can testify to her great zeal and industry and her extensive. knowled ge of all that 
appertains to the education of the poor. 

The Jews have always been distinguishei by their gratitude, w hich is, perhaps, 
only one form of justice. May I therefore be permitted to suggest to my co-religion- 
ists that they give practical proof of their gratitude by their votes on Monday next, 
80 as to secure the election of those candidates to whom we are so greatly indebted-

Birnbaum of Koenigsberg gives the following interesting results of his investigations, 
He considers that the air transcribed by Marcello was the customary tune for Moéz 
sur as late as the end of the seventeenth century, it being not alone more “ Jewish” 
in character, but permitting a fairly grammatical setting of the words to the music. 
Now, if the present air be sung on the principle customary with such 
tunes—one syllable to a note—we shall find the vowel Shere pronounced 
long, which has never been the custom of the Ashkenazim at least, The other 
poem sung to our tune, however (Shenei Zeisim, the Meéroh for Sabbath Chanukah) 
does not similarly mislead the singer, and we may thus consider these to be the 
original verses to our melody, When, however, for so* c1"se or other, the air 
given by Marcello became forgotten, the tune heard on Sabbath imoraing in the 
synagogue was adopted for the hymn in the home service; and by its bright tone 
and apt style has since superseled nearly all other customary Viggunim, 


_ But what were the primitive sources of our melody? The character of the tune 
at once declares to the musician that it is of German origin ; and such considerations 
no doubt guided the investigations of Mr. Birnbaum, who has discovered that our 
tune is identical with the Lutheran Chorale, “Nun fr.ut ench lieben Christen. 
g’mein.” But are we then to imagiae thatin days when the adoption of “ Chukkas 
baggdyim” was held in pious horror, a tune used in Gentile worship was knowingly 
selected for synagogue use? Not necessarily, for the melody was originally a German 
folksong : ‘‘ Pluemlein auf preiter Heyde.’’ (Boehme, ‘‘Old Germain Songbook,” 
No. 365), But still we do not find in this connection any recognition of tha view 
that Jewish worship-music was to be relinquished if ever it bevame a portion of 
Gentile worship, for happily the fine old melody still remains to us. 


_- The form in use here in England shows a slight difference from the customary 
form sung on the Continent, where the second phrase is simply a repetition of 
the frst, and does not modulate into the key of the dominant, as we prefer to 
singitinthis country. This distinct improvement seems traceable to the discrimi - 
nating taste of the late Mr. Mombach, whose adaptation of the melody to the words 
‘‘ Mi choméchoh” in the Sabbath service, app:ars to have been the first to show this 
peculiarity. 

In order that any mother or elder sister may teach the smaller branches of the 
family tree to sing this time-honoured melody when the home is illuminated by the

| FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


Under the guise of evening classes to the Jewish poor a full-blown missionary 
movement has developed, and services are now given in the Boys’ Refuge, Strange- 
ways, on Sunday evenings, the second of which took place on Sunday last. An 
unusually largenumber of Jews was present out of curiosity to heara pervert of three 
or four weeks’ change of conscience address the meeting. There was a visible agita- 
tion during the whole of the proceedings; nevertheless the known Christian speakers 
were listened to with respect (as this was a religious service, and the audience was 
cautioned previously that no debate or interruption of any kind would be permitted) 
but an open revolt took place as soon as the particular convert—a man named Kalk 
—got up t» speak, The Service broke up abruptly in confusion, and had it not been 
for the restraining influence of certain Jewish gentlemen present, a serious catas- 
trophe might have occurred, As it was a few of the more excited Jews belaboured 
Kalk with their umbrellas, and the man was with difficulty hurried away through 
a-side entrance.

waste any time in listening to any charges,” is a man who has deserted his wife

I pray you, therefore, to mark well the good work you are assisting, for upon you 
and your co-adjutors ‘will rest the entire responsibility if at future gatherings 
serious mischief or bloodshed should ensue, Confine your labours to the humani- 
tarian work of rescuing your own waifs and straysto your Refuge, a work ia which, 
if Iam not mistaken, Jows also assist. If in need of enlarging the scope of your 
actions, try your hand with the vacksliders from your own cherished Christianity, 
with the Atheists, the Positiviste, the Secularists, the Agnostica, and with classcs 
which have made the name of Whitechapel hideous.

An interesting ceremony took place on Thursday, November the 8th, at an 
stitution which is not very well known tO members of our community, but 
i Noh is doing ® good work amongst some of our most friendless sisters, 


Thieinstitution is the Lodging House for Working Girls and Domestic Servants 
rat of Place, under the management of the Jewish Ladies’ Association for Preven- 
aa Work. It offers, as its name implies, a home for servants in search of situa- 
“ait for respectable working gitls who are either seeking employment or are 
cating in the neighbourhood, and are houseless and friendless in London, 


The Society work on the old adage that “ Prevention is better than cure,” and 
«ith this view they have provided a Home, which is the first of its kind that has 
ven instituted in the J ewish community. 

In 1886 the Home was first started at 82, Globe Road, Mile End, and for two 
ears the work was carried on under the care of the excellent Matron, Mrs, Jones. 
Bat the house was small, applicants proved far too numerous for the accommoda- 
tion, and the Society felt obliged to wove their Lodging House to the larger and 
nore commodious premises known as Rosaline House, Tenter Street North, Good- 
nin's Fields, On Thurscay, November 8th, the new Home was consecrated by the 
Rer, 8, Singer. 

The ladies, forming the General and Managing Committees of the Society, ag 
well as a few visitors, assembled in the Gir's’ Work-Room, where not only the 
present inmates were congregated, but also several of the girls who had been cared 
for in the old Home in Globe Road. . . 

It was a pleasant sight to witness the cheerful, happy faces of these girls who, 
shanks to the Association, had found a home not only when they were homeless, but 
iso the means of earning a livelihood, and whose gra‘eful expressions of counte- 
ssnce betokened how much they had app-eciated the kindness they had received, 


After reading the Afternoon Service in Hebrew, and Psalms cxxiii. and xxx, in 
English, the Rev. S, Singer gave an impressive and heartfelt address , part of which 
vu delivered in German, so that the girls, including those of foreign extraction, 
ould understand and profit by it. 


The Rev. 8. SINGER congratulated the Jewish Ladies’ Preventive and Rescue 
Asociation on the success of their labours to which the consecration of that 
house was the latest testimony. At the other end of the metropolis they were 
trying to reclaim some of their most degraded sisters, but they did wisely not to 
neglect the more hopeful part of the work, reserving a large fund of sympathy for the 
respectable daughters of their race who, it was a joy tothink, were an overwhelming 
majority. The path of virtue was hard enough to follow, and it ought 
wt to be made harder by indifference and _ callousness. 
wlitade which many had experienced who arrived as strangers in the 
nidst of a great city, there was something most saddening and depressing. 
To watch the throbbing life around you and to behold the tens of thousands 
who passed you in the streets, and to learn that that there is no fraction of sympathy 
for you in any of the vast crowds you meet ; to feel while you pac:d through miles of 


streets, that there was not a spot where you could count upoa a welcome | 


was ahard trial for a strong, brave man. What must it be fora weak girl? 
But there was something more to be dreaded than this feeling of loneliness, 
There were the pitfalls with which every young and friendless girl was surrounded 
and the temptations that dogged her steps from the moment she set foot withinsuch 
acityas London. Through some mishap, or through the ignorance or carelessness 
of travellers or their friends, young women were often exposed to dangers one could 
hardly think of with composure. Woe betided them if they threw themselves upon 
the merey of the world, as it was to be met within some parts of the metropolis. It 
was not always an easy matter for experts nowadays to distinguish honest menfrom 
rogues, What could be expected from young and inexperienced girls? That they 
w often escaped in itself was almost a miracle. But it was not well to rely upoa 
miracles, They must look for help to such preventive agencies as prudence and a 
fuller knowledge of the world dictate. Among the various forms of charity about 
vhich the Rabbis had many a weighty word to say, was that which was called the 
‘Redemption of Captives.” They gave to it the highest place in the list, and with 
characteristic regard for the weaker portion of humanity, they ordained that the 
teemption of a woman captured must take preference of that of a man. To come t> 
the help of these young women and girls was a veritable redemption of captives, for 


‘Wslave was in a more forlorn plight with less chance of emerging therefrom than 


many of the poor Jewesses who came here in the helpless, hopeless state he had 
indicated. Well, that home supplied the very means required for protecting them 
from the most evident and threatening perils. It offered them a temporary resting 
place on their way to the great Western World, or while they looked about for work 
in London, It gave no incentive to idleness or mendicancy, A reasonabie 
im was charged for the accommodation granted them, and it was 
utisfactory to find that in many cases the debt had been fully discharged. 
The step they had now taken of entering upon larger and more convenient 
premises, was justified by the fact mentioned in the excellent Reports that had been 
wsued by the Association, that while two yeara ago forty-one girls passed through 
their Lodging House, last year the number amounted to eighty-three, They were 
in the centre of the London labour market, and near the great City syaagogues, 
vhile they still enjoyed the advantage of the supervision and good moral influence 
ofthe matron, Mrs. Jones, To the mind of the speaker, one of the most gratifying 
in connection with their work was that they occasionally received respect- 

tile Christian girls also, who hai arrived too late at the docks or 
Wations to reach their destinations or continue their journey the 
ume night, and who, after a brief day at their lodging house, 
were enabled to proceed om their way, under the best direction and advice, 
He gratefully acknowledged that there was in this respect a cordial under- 
ing between Jewish and Christian organisations so that they could always count 


- Upon a similar sisterly feeling being shown by Gentile institutions having the same 


object as their own. ‘Jews wanted no praise for what they did in this matter : they 
vere but acting in the spirit of the prophet, who, when Naaman the idolater came 
him to be hel in his misfortune, did not trouble his visitor to 
recite the articles of his creed, but set about healing him in the 
Lost effective way. Mr, Singer then addressed the girls in English 
td in German, ‘A fervent Consecration Prayer concluded ths ceremony. 

By the kindness of Mrs, Nathaniel Cohen (the President of the Lodging House 

ttee) an excellent tea was provided for the inmates and their visitors, who 

vill not easily forget the interesting inauguration of this new Home. 

This report of the day’s proceedings should not be concluded without appealing 
wo the generous Jewish public to strengthen the Jewish Ladies’ Association in this 
Work, The removal to a larger house has entailed expenses which tell heavily upon 
the resources of the Society, and additional funds are needed to carry on efficiently 
work of the Institution.

THE REV. 8S. SINGER .ON JEWISH FAMILIES AND 
JEWISH DOMESTICS. 


On Sabbath last the Rev. 8, Singer preached at the New. West Fad Synagogue 
on the above subject, taking his text heen the lesson of the day, Genesis ‘ca 5. 
“ And Deborah, Rebekah’s nurse died, and she was buried below Bethel under the 
oak: and the name of it was called ‘Oak of Weeping.” After treating of the 
relations of employers and employed generally, and the changes that had taken 
place in those relations in modern times, the preacher remarked that there seemed 
to be a peculiar and at present an almost insuperable aversion to domestic servico 
among the Jewish poor. It was the spirit of equality, some might think of self. 
esteem, driven to excess, It was the notion that all social distinctions notwith 
standing, all Israelites were 0'37!D ')3, princes and princesses of the blood royal, and 
that a Jewess could not undertake to do a servant's work without the sacrifice of 
her own infinitesimal fraction of regal dignity. The problem, What todo for our 
Jewish sisters, was in some respects more perplexing than any other with which we 
had to deal. They appeared to be content to slave away for life at trades that 
were overmanned and underpaid ; to work in order to keep body and soul together 
far harder than any servant in a decent situation; t» be exposed to perpetual 
insecurity in their employment; to put up with the prospect of bevgary on the 
morrow, while earning no more than a bare pittance to-day ; to live in squalid, 
miserable abodes, where, if there were room for them, horses would not be stabled ; 
to feed upon food not half so nutritious as workhouse fare, and to be exposed to 
em to body and soul that could hardly be thought of without shaddering and 
ismay, 

Domestic service under a humane Jewish mistress (and he took the two epithets 
to mean one and the same thing) would goa long way towaris obviating most of 
these disadvantages and dangers; for, whatever the troubles of their employers 
might be, the servants were not likely to be the sufferers so long as they were of 
the household ; food in abundanve and of a different kind to what they had been accus- 
tomed to was theirs; they were sure of a shelter, and of most of the comforts and 
some of the luxuries of home, and though the work might not be easy, it would 
compare favourably with the sevitude to which, judging from recent 


. painful revelations, Jewish like other workiog women were daily condemned. And 


yet, in order to enjoy a liberty which was always more nominal than real—for life 
was full of restrictions for all honourable people, rich as well as poor—in order to 
glory in the doubtful privilege and the unblessed freedom of Dinah the daughter 
of Leah, and to run all her thks, our poorer siaters preferred to take upon them- 
selves a hard and cruel bondage, the effects of which were often felt to the end of 
their lives and were inherited by their successors, 


It was a subject that deserved to be seriously considered by our philanthropists 
and social reformers, by those who were answerable for the management of our 
schools and public institutions, and indeed by everyone to whom the welfare of 
modern Israel was of interest. All one-sidedness in a race was a misforiune, Until 
they had succeeded in enabling Jews and Jewesses to take their p'ace, with due 
regard to their religious requirements, not merely in prominent public positions, but 
in every station, and to share in every emp'oyment open to non-Israelites, they 
would not have completed the work of their social emaacipation, and they would 
but perpetuate a mistaken spirit of separateness, which had nothing of religion in it, 
and was full of present mischief and future peril. If they looked at their large public 
elementary schools, they would find that iu the metropolis alon» they were educatin 
4,000 Jewish girls, che vast majority belonging to the poorest classes, How many o 


these would enter domestic service’ Let them take the same numer of Christian 


children, and probably not less than a quarter of them might be expected to follow 
some occupation of this sort, Was there really any sufficient ground for this differ- 
ence? Would it not be well, sofar at least as judicious training and preparation 
could bring it about, to fit many of the daughters of our poor for such a pursuit, 
and to strive to break down the prejudice with which it was regarded! He knew 
there was nothing heroic in the saggestion, But was there anything heroic in the 
actual state of things? Was there anything heroic in the gradual but unmistakable 
lowering of the standard of Jewish womanhood, which m‘gat be witnessed among 
numbers of the less fortunately placed of our sisters, 


To effect any good in this direction, it was also necessary that Jewish families 
should give some encouragement to members of their own faith to enter into 
service with them. It could not be deniei that there were difficulties in the way of 
managers of households employing Jewish servants, the chief difficulty beiug in 
managing them. That seems to have beea a very old experience, and the Talmud 
had this pithy remark upon the subject: JIN MAY He 
who has gotten himself a Hebrew servant has gotten himself a master.” But 
a little of that tact and forbearance which goa long way in smoothing all domestic 
relations, would not be without effect here also. We who copied our Gentile neigh- 
bours in so many respects, might do worse than take a leaf out of their book in this 
matter. Protestant families seldom cared to employ any but Protestant domestics. 


Catholics still more rarely engaged any other than Catholic servants. Though Jews. 


should not descend to any such narrowness as this, it was manifestly unjust to run. 


into the other extreme, and make it an inflexible rule, as so many families did, to

DEATH OF M. ARSENE DARMESTETER. 


— 


The world of learning has sustained a severe loss by the death of the 
celebrated scholar, M. Arséoe Darmesteter, which took place on Friday morning 
last, at the age of 42. Eurly in the week ha became indisposed, and although his 
illness developed into congestion of the lungs, a fatal termination was not 
anticipated until a few hours before his lamented death. 


M. Darmesteter was born in Lorraine, and belong to a family which originally 


was Flemish. The greater part of his life was spent in Paris, where he practi- 
oilly received his entire education. A man of great knowledge and of literary 
attainments, he was a Doctor of Letters, and held the important chair of Pro- 
fessor of Mediwval French atthe Sorbonne. He had but lately sent to the 


press a dictionary of the Freach language, which was destined to supplement 
or to supersede Littré. He was a brother of M. James Darmesteter, an equally — 


famous scholar, and was married to Helena, daughter of M. Alphonse Hartog, of 
London, who surviveshim. Madame Darmcesteter is known as a painter, whose 
works have been exhibited with success. 

In Parisian learned circles M. Darmesteter’s death has caused a feeling of 
profound grief, and this feeling as well as the high esteen ho enjoyed were 
reflected in the large and representative gathering which attended his funeral at 
Montmartre on Sunday last. A large number of splendid wreatlis were sent by 
his many friends, and impressive orations were delivered by M. Zadoc Kahn, 
Grand Rabbi of Paris, M. Renan, M. Hertzfeld, M. Darmesteter’s collaborateur on

RUSSIAN PERSECUTION OF JEWS,

The Od.ssa corresp yndont of the Stan lard telegraphed on Tuesday night 3 


I mentioned a short timeago that fureign Jews in South Rusia were expecting 
expulsion, This lawis now being enforced in all its severity. C-owds of Austrian, 
Tarkish, and Roumviian Jews, basides those of other nationalities, are being 
expelied from here weekly. 

Six weeks ago a British subject, believed by the Russian authorities to belon 
to the Jewish persuasion, received an appoinsmont at Constantinople, and appli 
to the authorities for permission to leave Russia, as all foreigners must do who 
wish to leave this country. Oa making hisfirst application he was fined for not 
having fulfillei'some of a few formalit'es, which a British subject, used to freedom, 
is very apt to neglect.

THE MEDIAEVAL JEWS OF IRELAND. 


BY M, D. DAVIS, 


rhe early records of the Kingdom are remarkably silent with regard to the 
see of Ireland, That Jewry existed in the Green Isle, and that the Angevin 
oy derived a revenue from their Irish-Judaic subjects is a matter which admits 

troversy ; but all details are lacking. Amongst the Royal Letters that 
en edited by Shirley for the Master of the Rolls, we find the following, 
bi ep Hubert de Burgh, Earlof Kent, and Justice of England and Ireland :— 
1We also concede to the aforesaid Peter, for ourselves and our heirs, that during his 
vetime he may have charge of the Irish Jewry. All the Jews of Ireland are to be 
sable and responsible to him as our custodiaa inall matters that pertain to us.” 

This at onc? clearly demonstrates that Jews resided in Ireland, but in what 

whether they were favoured or molested, how much they contributed to the 
onne, how they flourished, with whom they had business transactions, about al 
‘ dhe records and chroniclers are absolutely sphinx-like, The sole person men- 
oa by name is one Aaron de Hibernia, who, for some misdemeanour for which 
was indicted, lay some time in gaol in Bristol (1282). 

Ata much earlier dats (1169) Jocs of Gloucester paid over to the Sheriff of his 
wunty the sum of 100 shillings fine, which he incurred for an act of disloyalty, 
baring furnished money (so it is avowed) to certain rebels who proceeded to Ireland 
ysinst the Royal command. . The roll furnishes no particulars. These bare items 
yethe sum total of what is knowa about the Jewish connec tion with Ireland. 


The date of the missive alluded to above is 1232, and the personage concerned 
«Peter de Rivaulx, who acted in England the role of one of the’ “ justices assigned 
w the custody of the Jews.” Peter was one of the foreign favorites of Henry IIL, 
sho excited the hatred of his contemporaries by his exactions, A very suggestive 
wie of his extortions and his bribery is related by Mr. Walter Rye in his: 
‘Persecutions of the Jews” (page 155), published by the Anglo-Jewish Historical 
ishibition. The story is worth referring to. By acomparison of dates, we shall 
od Jews residing in Ireland in 1232, and again in 1282; it may be assumed, there- 
fie, that their stay in Ireland was continuous during these two periods, 

In Todd's Life of St. Patrick mention is made of Jews residing in Ireland as 
uly as the seventh century ; but this assertion is questionable. A certain Abbess, 
wed Hildegarde, who lived near to the close of the twelfth century, contemporary 
therefore with Joce de Gloucester, wrote a life of St. Disboa, an Irish Bishop. In 
dis biography she alludes to a tradition prevalent in her time, that the Irish 
(yureh of the sixth and seventh centuries was troubled with serious evils. Speaking 
if the people of the diocese, she says, “Some rejected the Old and New Testament 
wd denied Christ ; others embraced heresies; very many went over to Judaism,” 
w, Onthis Todd remarks: The foregoing statement, however, is most probably 
maggerated. It is not possible to believe that any great number of the 
Irish people in the seventh century could have gone over to Judaism; but 
these words are a curious commentary on the whole passage, and enable. us to 
wtimate the value of such language. In the middle of the 12th century, controversies 
sid public discussions between Christians and learnel1 Jews were very common on 
the Continent of Europe. Hildegarde, wishing to describe the most echismatica! 
sate of things in Ireland which she could conceive, very naturally employed the ideas 
md language of her own time and country, and assumed that a large number of 
ihe Irish people became converts to Judaism. This mistake, however, ought not to 


invalidate her testimony to the fact, confirmed as it is by native authorities, that 


ie Irish Church in the sixth and seventh centuries had in a great degree “corrupted 
ite faith,” It is difficult to draw the line between the abbess and her commentator 
ume and research are indispensable to determine which of the two is right.

THE MAYORALTY OF GRAVESEND. 


The following interesting sketch of the Mayoralty of Mr. Berkowifs is given by 
a Gravesend paver, “The Mayoralty of 1887-8 has marked an important event 
in the history of Gravesend, viz., the election, for the first time, of a gentleman of 
the Jewish persuasion as the town’s chief ruler for the time being. The inhabitants, 
through their representatives in the Council Chamber, demonstrated to the world 
that they were prepared to sink religious differences in the condact of public affairs, 
and to place their confidence in one of a sect who for years led a life of persecution 
in England. That they have never regretted their choice has been over and again 
manifested by the hearty manner in which the Mayor has been at all times received 
in public, Were the inhabitants of Gravesend so narrow-minded or bigoted as to 
allow differences of religious opinion to inflaence them in such matters,—and we 
unhesitatingly claim that they are not—the individual character of Mr. Councillor 
Berkowitz would undoubtedly have been sufficient to overwhelm those feelings and 


| sink them low down in the people’s hearts as evil ideas not to be cherished in the 


breasts of Englishmen and Christians, Religious and charitable institutions of all 
kinds have felt the benefit of his philanthropic and kindly disposition, his powerful 
appeals for help, and the consistent views concerning the organisation aud main- 
tenance of societies calculated to benefit the poor and needy He has been desig- 
nated the soup-kitchen champion, and has often proudly confessed to the charge of 
being the greatest beggar in the town, for support in this directions. How many 
thousands of thanks have been showered upon him for this kindly consideration to the 
poor, it would be impossible to calculate. Suffice it t» say that these have been 
given, and the name of Mr. Berkowitz has become a household word with the poor, 
and his actions as mottoes for emulation among the more prosperous of his towns- 
men. We might fillacolumn with records of his charitable acts and then not 
exhaustthe theme; but the enemy, time, and the newspaper editor's opponent, 
space, will not yield to any sushlengtiy notice, What have we to say of his public 
career in the offica he will have retired from by the time this notice is in the hands 
of ourreaders? We shall not attempt to say that throughout the year in con- 
ducting his magisterial and Corporation daties he has never made a mistake, No. 
man is infallible, but where such care is exercised as has been Mr, Berkowiiz’s spe- 
cial feature, and with the assistance of reliable brother magist:atesand Councillors, 
a Mayor is not likely to commit any very glaring errors. On the Bench it has ever 
been his desire to temper justice with mercy, although we must not pass by this state- 
ment without expressing the opinion that he nas sometimes erred on the side of 
leniency. Nevertheless, his misdirection of justice—granting that it has been so — 
has only been the outcome of a generous and feeling heart, which is quite sufficicut 
to redeem him in the eyes of his fellow men. In the Council Chamber he has always 
endeavoured to conduct the business which is by no means of an easy character, 
more often the contrary, in an impartial business-like manner. That he has suc- 
ceeded, according to the judgment of his fellow-Councillors, is clearly evidenced by 
the fact that he has been again invited to fill the civic chair. He was unable, how- 
ever, to comply with the request, but the compliment remains as valuable, and will, 
no doubt, live in his memory as a crowning witness that he realised his ambition in 
meriting the confidence placed in him at his election,” 

The deputation which waited on the reverend gentleman to request him to con- 
sent to serve as Mayor a second year, comprised the most influential persons of the 
town, and was representative of all classes and politics, In urging him again to 
fill the office they stated that his kind and generous manuer had largely enhanced

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


Moritz Jokai, the celebrated Hungarian poet, was lately entertained at a ban- 

uet given in his honour at K«cskemet. His health was proposed by Dr. Perls, the 

Rabbi of the Jewish congregation, and the eloquent terms in which the Rabbi spoke 

of the guest so moved Herr Jokai, that ke embraced the speaker and kiss:d him 

several times, Kec-kemet has made itself notorious for its anti-Semitism, but the 
little incident created a profound and favourable sensation. 

Another anti-Semite, the priest Rajko, has gone to prison to serve a sentence of 
twelve months, He had been guilty of a criminal offence. In course of time nearly 
all the leaders of the movement in Austria and Hungary will have had some expc- 
rience of prison life. 

Baron de Hirsch has sent 40,000 francs to Lemberg to be expended for benevo- 
lent purposes, 

A respected Jewish tradesman died lately in the Hungarian town of Bezedek. It 
is a pleasing sign of the harmonious relations existing between every section of the 
population that during the time of the funeral the bells were tolled at the Roman 
Catholic and Greek Catholic Churches, and that the pupils of the Roman Catholic 
Schools, under the guidance of their teachers, followed the body to the cemetery. 


FRANCE. 


The President of the Republic has appointed M. Lipman President of the Court 
of Appeal at Pondicherry. M. Lipman has hitherto been presiding judge of the 
Court at Motho (French Cochin China). . 


GERMANY. | 


The Deacon Schenner at Taucha, near Leipsic, has been removed from his post 
by the Evangelical-Lutheran Consistory on account of his anti-Semitic views, which 


have recently brought him in cunflict with the criminal law. 


HOLLAND. 


Horr Elias Fuld, head of the banking house of Becker and Fuld, in Amsterdam, 
_ died suddenly in that city on the night of the 8th inst, on his way home from his 


daughter-in-law's residence. A 1ative of Frankfort Herr Fuld arrived in Amster- 
dam thirty years ago as accredited representative of the house of Rothschild. Havy- 
ing been naturalised in 1867, he was in 1873 elected a member of the Town Council 
and remained on that body until his death. During the whole of this period he was 
member of the Finance Committee of the Corporation, and his opinicns were received 
with the utmost consideration. Despite his large fortune Herr Fuld was distin- 
guished for his extreme modesty. He took a great delight in charitable work. He 
was for many years President of the Jewish Board of Guardians, and a member of 
the Committees of several other Jewish as well as general benevolent institutions. 
The Zoological Scciety ‘ Natura Artis Magistra ” also loses in him a zealous member 
of Council, who had enriched its famous collection with many valuable contribu- 
tions. Herr Fuld was Knight of several Orders, among them those of Austria, 


Italy and Persia. His remains were interred at Frankfort on the, 14th inst., and on 


the same day a warm tribute was paid to his memory by the Burgomaster of 
Amsterdam at a meeting of the Town Council.

He served in 
the Egyptian campaizu aud was decorated with four medals, It has transpired that 
Sir Charles Warren had showa him great kindness, aud the deceased became very 
depressed when the resiguation of the lite Chief Commissioner was announced, Mr, 
Louis sydney Torre, of 3, Percy Square, King’s Cross, said he had known the de- 
ceased about tea years, and last saw hi.n alive on Tuesday, the 13th, when he was at 
witness's hou e. He then s32mel ra*her deap>adeat, bat complained of no tronle, 
He did say he hai resigaed his sicuation in the police force, aud added that he was 
going eith:r to Mexico or to Africa, He was a so‘er, steady man, and said he had 
saved about £130, With the exception of witness, who was his secoad uncle, he had 
no relations. Inspe:tor Austia Askew, of Hunt :r Street Police Station, stated that 
the decea:ed was guilty of a slight breach of discipline, and with others appeared 
before the Assistant Commissioner, who allowed him to resiga ia order that he 
might preserve his testimonial, and he left the service last Tursday, He joined the 
police on August 16, 1836, and was a steady respectable man, and did his duty 
fairly well. In reply to a juryman Inspector Askew said the breach of discipline 
was that the deceased ought to have gone on parade for night-duty a4 a quarter to 
10, and he neglected to do 80, Police-constabie Duncan M’ Kensie, 593, A, staved that 
he was on duty outside the Hyde Park Police Sta‘ion at midday on Friday, when he 
heard a whistle blown.

THE SCHOOL BOARD ELECTION. 


In the Queen’s Bench Division of the High Court, before Lord Coleridge and 
Mr. Justice Manisty en application was made on the part of Mr. Claude Goldemid 
Montefiore, one of th» candidates at the ensuiag election for tha London School 
Board, under section 20 of the Municipal Election (Corrupt Practices) Act, 
which includes and applies to School Board elections, for an order to exempt him 
from the consequences of an offence of “ illega! hiring,” alleged by him to have 
been inadvertently committed by him on the hiring of two places for holding 
meetings for the promotion of his election. The 20th section of the Act provides 
that, where it shall be shown tothe Court that any act has been committed by a 
candidate or his agent which would by reason of contravention of the provisions 
of the Act be any offence, as by way of illegal hiring or otherwise, and that such 
act arose from inadvertence or by accident, or some other cause of the like nature 
and not from any want of good faith, the Court may make an order that the can- 


-didate shall not be liable to the consequences of the Act, but that he shall be 


excepted and exempted from the provisions of the Act. Then section 16 provides 
that if any premiees are licensed for the consumption of intoxicating liquors, 
whether to members of a Club on the oo or to others, no part of such pre- 
mises shall be used for the purpose of holding meetings at any election. By 
section 17 it is provided that persons who shall have committed any such acts as 
are made offences under the Act, as illegal hiring, shall incur certaih peaalties 
and certain serious consequences,and under section 22 such persons are incapacitated 
from voting at such elections. In the present case the applicant, Mr. Montefiore, 


who is amember of the London School Board, and also a candidate for the ensuing — 


election which is to take placeon Monday next, had engaged rooms for meetings 
at the Jewish Working Men’s Clab, Great Alie Street, Aldgate, and also at the 
Beaumont Hall, Stepney, at both of which intoxicating liquors are supplied. As 
to the Jewish Working Men’s Club, he stated in his affidavit that he was not 
aware of it at the time he engaged the room, but as to the other he stated that he “had 
been advised by persons whom he understood were conversant with the law,” 
that if communication between the room and the part of the building in which 
liquors were sold, or supplied, was blocked up daring the meeting, by locking of 
doors, there would be no contravention of the Act, but had since had reason to fear 
that it was not so, and that there might have been an offence committed under 


the Act. That being so, on an affidavit setting forth the facts, 


Mr. Mura MACKENZIE moved, on his behalf, for an order under the Act to 
protect him from proceedings. Having stated the facts as above set forth, 

Lord CoLerip@r, after conferring with his learned brother, said as to the 
first case, the engagement of the room at the Jewish Club. it appeared that the 
applicant, when he engaged the room, was not aware that the sale of liquors took 
place on the premises, and that being so, it seemed a case of inadvertence within 
the enactment, and so the order to protect him would he made as to that hiring. 
But as to the other place, in Stepney, he regretted to say that it did not appear to 


have been so. For the applicant stated that he had been advised by persons he 


understood to be conversant with the law that he might do the act, and he accor- 
dingly did it. It did not appear that he had taken any legal advice, and it might 
appear that he had merely asked the question of some one who took an interest 
in his election. fe had taken that advice and he had chosen to run the risk, 
and that being so, it could not be said that he had acted inadvertently on that 
occasion, and therefore as to that no order could be made, but only as to the 
other. | 
Mr. Justice Manisty concurred. Ordered accordingly.
